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$20,657 in delinquent county taxes 
bought by third-party collector

Several Hickman County property 
owners are receiving surprising letters 
from a company attempting to collect 
on their delinquent tax certificates. In 
what many initially think is some sort 
of a scam, the letters ask for much 
more than their original tax bill that 
went unpaid, and some did not own 


the property when the tax was not paid. 

As many understand, unpaid tax bills 
are available for purchase from the 
county clerk’s office the next year after 
they are delinquent. 

“The delinquent tax is tied to the 
property, not the owner,” Hickman 
County Clerk Jimbo Berry said on 
Monday. 

Berry said that in January, Ray 


Gough of Hazel Enterprises, LLC, 
purchased 53 delinquent tax certificates 
totaling $20,657.75 as a third-party 
purchaser. Fulton County Clerk Betty 
Abernathy said that Hazel Enterprises 
also bought $53,398.67 in Fulton 
County delinquent tax certificates in 
January. 

KRS 134 allows a third-party 
purchaser to add up to $115 in 


administrative fees to the original 
amount and charge up to 12 percent 
simple interest in the initial amount on 
the delinquent taxes. The third-party 
purchaser is required to notify the 
current owner of the property of the 
delinquent tax certificate purchase and 
give them the opportunity to pay before 
going into litigation, or foreclosure, at 
which time substantial litigation fees 


are added to the bill. 

Gough, owner of Hazel Enterprises, 
has no qualms about the business he’s 
in. 

“It’s not fair for one person to pay 
their property taxes and for their 
neighbor not to pay,” he said in a 
telephone interview Monday evening.

Thunderstorms and lightning: 

March is Severe Weather Awareness Month 

Governor Steve Beshear has declared 
the month of March as Severe Weather 
Awareness Month in Kentucky. Now is 
the time for all Kentuckians to prepare 
themselves and their homes for severe 
weather, including tornadoes, flash 
floods, and severe thunderstorms. 

Scott Smith, Deputy Director 
of Hickman County Emergency 
Management, says that Hickman 
County faces a threat of severe weather 
every year, especially during the spring 
and fall severe weather seasons. 

“The best thing we can do is be 
prepared by having a well thought out 
plan before severe weather strikes,” he 
said Friday. 

Smith advises that we stay aware 
of impending severe weather by 
monitoring forecasts and advisories. 

“A NOAA Weather Alert Radio is 
an inexpensive way to be alerted of 
weather watches and warnings,” he 
said. He noted that modern technology 
can be a big help when it comes to

Farmers can take nuisance 
deer, feed the hungry 


Deer. To some, they are beautiful 
animals. To out-of-state sportsmen, 
Kentucky Whitetails are the stuff of 
which dreams are made. To farmers 
here in the Commonwealth, though, 
they are often a nuisance or worse, 
gobbling their way through soybean 
fields at a rapid and alarming rate. 

Thousands of acres of soybeans were 
lost to deer in Kentucky last year alone, 
and that’s a hard situation for farmers to 
stomach. Fortunately, concerned groups 
like the Kentucky Soybean Board have 
stepped up to do something about 
the depredation caused by the deer 
population, while helping those who 
might otherwise go hungry. 

The Kentucky Revised Statute (KRS) 
150.170 which deals with depredating 


deer reads: Landowners, their spouses 
or dependent children, or their 
designee who must be approved by 
the commissioner, who kill or trap on 
their lands any wildlife causing damage 
to the lands or any personal property 
situated thereon shall not be required 
to have a hunting or trapping license 
and may do so during periods other 
than the open season for the particular 
species without a tag and dispose of the 
carcass on-site. Tenants, their spouses, 
their dependent children, or other 
persons approved by the commissioner, 
shall also have the same privilege. 
Upon destruction of any wildlife by the 
above-specified individuals, the act shall 
be reported to a conservation officer 
within twenty-four (24) hours of the 


kill. Individuals wishing to transport the 
carcass from the property upon which it 
was killed shall contact personnel of the 
department to request a disposal tag or 
other authorization. 

Translated, this means that 
landowners or their designee (which 
could be the farmer who rents the land) 
is lawfully allowed to kill deer that are 
eating the crop, regardless of hunting 
season without a tag and dispose of it 
on-site. 

Instead of disposing of the deer, 
Hunters for the Hungry Program 
encourages farmers to donate deer to 
feed those less fortunate right here in 
Kentucky.

Travelers find 
warmth at 
Methodist Church 


Last Wednesday night the Clinton 
First United Methodist Church 
warming center was in action. At about 
11 p.m., a call was received that a 
motorist was having difficulty being 
able to return to his home in Ballard 
County. The pharmacist from the 
Fulton Walmart Pharmacy was unable 
to continue in his attempt to go home 
for the evening after work. He had 
made it as far as Clinton. A friend of 
First United Methodist Church called 
to see if the church might help this 
young man. 

“We told him that we would be 
glad to accommodate him. We had 
not expected to receive a call that late 
but were glad to assist,” First United 
Methodist Church pastor Stan Waldon 
said. Since it was only one individual, 
the decision was made to house him at 
the parsonage. He was most grateful 
for the assistance. 

About an hour later, a call was 
received from the sheriff’s office. 
The deputy wanted to know if the 
church was receiving anyone at the 
warming center. He indicated that he 
had a family of three whose car had 
quit north of Clinton on Highway 51. 
It was a young father, mother, and a 
three-month-old girl. A resident on 
Hwy 51 had noticed them at the end of 
their driveway. Their house was some 


distance from the highway and because 
of the distance and their age, they did 
not feel they could make it down to 
the highway. They called 911 and at 
first could not reach anyone. Finally, 
they were able to reach someone with 
the sheriff’s department. The deputy 
picked them up in the Humvee that the 
county had received from the armed 
services. 

“We all made it into the church and 
began to prepare a place for the family 
to sleep,” Waldon said. The next 
morning, a breakfast was prepared. The 
family had been returning to Martin, 
Tenn., where they were students at 
UT Martin. They were originally from 
Saudi Arabia and had been in St. Louis 
for spring break. All of their friends 
were also out of town for spring break, 
so they had no one else to call. They 
wanted badly to get back to their home. 

“We were able to get them home in 
the middle of Thursday afternoon,” 
he said. “The young couple was so 
appreciative of the help they received.” 

An individual that worships at First 
United Methodist Church towed their 
car to his premises where the vehicle 
will be looked at for repairs. 

“It is good to know that the people 
of Hickman County are caring people,” 
he concluded.

The measure, The Freedom 
to Export to Cuba Act, would 
eliminate legal barriers to 
Americans who do business 
in Cuba, pave the way for 
new economic opportunities 
for American farmers and 
businesses by boosting 
exports, and allow Cubans 
greater access to American 
goods. 

“The Kentucky Soybean 
Association has been working 
with legislators on the various 
legislative efforts before 
Congress.

A Senate bill was introduced 
in late January to lift all travel 
restrictions for Americans who 
want to visit Cuba as tourists.

“Kentucky is a big producer 
of soy and corn. We have 
excellent access to railroads, 
rivers and shipping containers,” 
says Gerry Hayden, a farmer 
from Calhoun who serves 
as vice-chair of the Soy 
Transportation Coalition. 
“It just makes sense that the 
U.S. would be the number 
one provider of soy and corn 
to Cuba if these restrictions 
are lifted. Our proximity and 
access to transportation would 
ensure a reliable supply chain 
and affordable transportation 
costs.” 

In 2014, U.S. ag exports 
to Cuba were approximately 
$300 million. In 2008, they 
were $700 million, with about 
half that value coming from 
corn and soybeans. 

“We would like to get the 
U.S. ag export number back 
to the 2008 level and beyond.

decision to re-establish 
diplomatic ties with Cuba after 
more than 50 years. Also, 66 
percent of people surveyed 
support going further and 
ending the decades-long U.S. 
trade embargo against Cuba.

“The result of this is that the 
tax rate has to be eventually 
increased on the ones who 
do pay in order to meet the 
budget.” 

Gough said that it is the 
sheriff’s and county attorney’s 
responsibility to collect taxes, 
and that they may not be 
interested in doing so if they 
want to be re-elected. 

Gough said that even though 
residents have the risk of losing 
their property if taxes go unpaid, 
some don’t pay them because it 
takes time for the delinquent tax 
bill to catch up to them. 

He said that if a property 
owner ignores letters from 
the third-party purchaser or 
chooses not to pay, foreclosure 
is imminent. 

He said that while many 
believe that the third-party 
purchaser must wait 12 months 
before foreclosing, the truth is 
that the 12-month clock begins 
once the property is delinquent 
for 12 months. This means that 
if the property tax has been

Thunderstorms and 

Lightening 

All thunderstorms are 
dangerous. Every thunderstorm 
produces lightning. While 
lightning fatalities have 
decreased over the past 30 years, 
lightning continues to be one 
of the top three storm-related 
killers in the United States. On 
average in the U.S., lightning 
kills 51 people and injures 
hundreds more. Although most 
lightning victims survive, people 
struck by lightning often report a 
variety of long-term, debilitating 
symptoms. 

Other associated dangers 
of thunderstorms include 
tornadoes, strong winds, hail 
and flash flooding. Flash 
flooding is responsible for 
more fatalities - more than 
140 annually - than any other 
thunderstorm-associated hazard. 
Dry thunderstorms that do 
not produce rain that reaches 
the ground are most prevalent 
in the western United States. 
Falling raindrops evaporate, 
but lightning can still reach the 
ground and can start wildfires. 

Before Thunderstorm and 
Lightning 

To prepare for a thunderstorm, 
you should do the following: 

To begin preparing, you should 


Originally formed to help 
sportsmen donate their harvested 
deer to those who might 
otherwise be hungry, Hunters for 
the Hungry has been in existence 
in Kentucky in some form since 
1988. With an estimated 684,000 
people in Kentucky living in 
poverty, and one in every four 
children living in poverty, 
hunger is a very real issue for 
many right here at home. 

Through the shared vision 
between Kentucky Hunters for 
the Hungry (KHFH) and its 
partners, including the Kentucky 
Soybean Board, those deer that 
farmers find to be a nuisance 
can go to feed the hungry people 
right here at home. Donated deer 
will be processed at no charge 
to the person who harvested it, 
and the meat will be given to the 
Kentucky Association of Food 
Banks, which serves all 120 
counties in the Commonwealth 
in partnership with a network of 
over 1,000 local food pantries 
and shelters. 

Venison is a lean meat, high 
in protein, and the deer are 
generally processed as ground 
venison to be used in soups, 


delinquent for more than one 
year, a third-party purchaser 
can foreclose immediately after 
initial attempts to collect have 
been unsuccessful. He said that 
in many cases, the delinquent 
taxes are paid without litigation. 

KRS 134.452(3)(b) allows 
litigation fees of up to $2,000 
to be charged for costs that 
arise due to the prosecution 
of collection remedies for the 
delinquent tax certificate. 

It is also important to note 
that the tax lien is always the 
primary lien on the property, 
meaning that in the event of 
a foreclosure, the delinquent 
tax certificate, administrative 
expense, interest, and any 
reasonable litigation fees up to 
$2,000 must be settled before 
payment is made to other lien 
or mortgage holders. 

Gough said that the laws 
changed in 2010 making 
the process more appealing 
for third-party purchasers. 
According to Gough, the 
two main changes were that 


build an emergency kit and make 
a family communications plan. 

G Remove dead or rotting 
trees and branches that 
could fall and cause 
injury or damage during 
a severe thunderstorm. 

□ Postpone outdoor 
activities. 

□ Secure outdoor objects 
that could blow away 
or cause damage. 

□ Get inside a home, 
building, or hard top 
automobile (not a 
convertible). Although 
you may be injured if 
lightning strikes your 
car, you are much safer 
inside a vehicle than 
outside. 

G Remember, rubber- 

soled shoes and 
rubber tires provide 
NO protection from 
lightning. However, the 
steel frame of a hard- 
topped vehicle provides 
increased protection if 
you are not touching 
metal. 

□ Shutter windows 

and secure outside 
doors. If shutters are 
not available, close 
window blinds, shades 
or curtains. 

□ Unplug any electronic 
equipment well before 
the storm arrives. 

During Thunderstorms and 
Lightning 

If thunderstorm and lightning 
are occurring in your area, you 
should: 

□ Use your battery- 

operated NOAA 

Weather Radio for 
updates from local 
officials. 

G Avoid contact with 

corded phones and 
devices including those 
plugged into electric for 
recharging. Cordless 
and wireless phones 
not connected to wall 
outlets are OK to use. 

□ Avoid contact with 


chili, etc. 

The Kentucky Soybean Board 
has set aside enough money to 
process more than a hundred 
deer. At an average of 400 
meals provided per deer, you 
can decrease the number of 
deer munching away on your 
soybeans while putting a hot 
meal on the table for someone 
less fortunate.

maximum amounts were put 
in place for fees that the third- 
party purchaser could charge, 
and that litigation fees could be 
added to the lien. He says that 
the fees incurred are reasonable, 
and that of the $115 maximum 
administrative fee, $41 goes to 
the county clerk’s office. 

KRS 134.452(5) states “The 
General Assembly recognizes 
that third-party purchasers 
play an important role in 
the delinquent tax collection 
system, allowing taxing 
districts to receive needed 
funds on a timely basis. The 
General Assembly has carefully 
considered the fees and charges 
authorized by this section, and 
has determined that the amounts 
established are reasonable 
based on the costs of collection 
and fees and charges incurred in 
litigation.” 

Some property owners 
are caught off-guard by this 
process; especially owners of 
small properties or vacant lots, 
who can see the cost of the 


electrical equipment 
or cords. Unplug 
appliances and other 
electrical items such as 
computers and turn off 
air conditioners. Power 
surges from lightning 
can cause serious 
damage. 

G Avoid contact with 

plumbing. Do not wash 
your hands, do not take 
a shower, do not wash 
dishes, and do not do 
laundry. Plumbing and 
bathroom fixtures can 
conduct electricity. 

G Stay away from 

windows and doors, 
and stay off porches. 

G Do not lie on concrete 

floors and do not lean 
against concrete walls. 

G Avoid natural lightning 

rods such as a tall, 
isolated tree in an open 
area. 

G Avoid hilltops, open 

fields, the beach or a 
boat on the water. 

G Take shelter in a sturdy 

building. Avoid isolated 
sheds or other small 
structures in open areas. 

G Avoid contact 

with anything 

metal — tractors, 
farm equipment, 

motorcycles, golf 
carts, golf clubs, and 
bicycles. 

G If you are driving, try to 

safely exit the roadway 
and park. Stay in the 
vehicle and turn on 
the emergency flashers 
until the heavy rain 
ends. Avoid touching 
metal or other surfaces 
that conduct electricity 
in and outside the 
vehicle. 

After a Thunderstorm or 
Lightning Strike 

If lightning strikes you or 
someone you know, call 9-1-1 
for medical assistance as soon 
as possible. The following are 
things you should check when 
you attempt to give aid to a 


delinquent tax certificate swell 
to almost 1,000 percent of the 
original tax owed. 

The process can be especially 
painful if someone buys a 
property without doing a title 
search, and is unaware of a 
tax lien that may be several 
years old. In such case, the 
current owner does not receive 
notice from the sheriff’s office 
or county attorney, and is 
surprised by the very real threat 
of foreclosure. 

Some believe this process is 
a license to steal, and that the 
General Assembly passed this 
law without regard to people 
who are legitimately having a 
hard time financially. 

The intent of this article is 
not to argue whether or not this 
practice is ethical, but to further 
inform the public that a small 
tax bill that goes unpaid can 
turn out costing much more in 
the future. 


victim of lightning: 

G Breathing - if 

breathing has stopped, 
begin mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation. 

G Heartbeat - if the heart 
has stopped, administer 
CPR. 

G Pulse - if the victim 

has a pulse and is 
breathing, look for 
other possible injuries. 
Check for bums where 
the lightning entered 
and left the body. Also 
be alert for nervous 
system damage, broken 
bones and loss of 
hearing and eyesight. 

After the storm passes 

remember to: 

G Never drive through a 
flooded roadway. Turn 
around, don’t drown! 

G Stay away from storm- 
damaged areas to keep 
from putting yourself at 
risk from the effects of 
severe thunderstorms. 

G Continue to listen to a 
NOAA Weather Radio 
or to local radio and 
television stations for 
updated information or 
instructions, as access 
to roads or some parts 
of the community may 
be blocked. 

G Help people who 
may require special 
assistance, such as 
infants, children and the 
elderly or those with 
access or functional 
needs. 

G Stay away from downed 
power lines and report 
them immediately. 

G Watch your animals 
closely. Keep them 
under your direct 
control.

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Legislative Update 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (March 6, 2015) - As 
the General Assembly approaches the final 
days of any legislative session, the action 
increases with intensity. This past week was 
no exception. What was exceptional was the 
second statewide snowstorm and sub-zero 
temperatures, followed by power outages 
in the Capitol Annex offices that caused 
Frankfort come to a standstill. 

Despite having to cancel 
the last two days of session 
this week, bipartisan 
progress was made early 
in the week on important 
legislation. 

A measure that would 
improve the lives of 
all Kentuckians was 
voted out of the Senate 
Appropriations and 

Revenue Committee last week. This week, 
it unanimously passed the full Senate. This 
legislation, known as House Bill 298, would 
fund a new research center at the University 
of Kentucky to house teams of scientists 
working to find solutions for cancer, diabetes 
and cardiovascular disease. First and 
foremost, the research center will help save 
lives. It is also projected to create 1,623 
jobs and have an annual state and local tax 
impact of $5.6 million. It now awaits the 
Governor’s signature. 

Another bill to improve quality medical 
care for Kentuckians has now passed both 
chambers. Known as Senate Bill 10, the 
House, as did the Senate, unanimously 
passed this bill that will require the state to 
post a list of all Kentucky stroke hospitals 
and stroke centers online and distribute the 
list to local emergency services providers. 
The bill will also expand the types of stroke- 
care certification available to hospitals across 


the Commonwealth. I was proud to sponsor 
this bill to help folks in rural areas and across 
the state. 

This week the House also passed Senate 
Bill 61 that would mandate health insurers 
to cover the cost of follow-up procedures 
resulting from a colorectal cancer screening. 
This bill has been established to remove 
the barriers for colorectal cancer screening 
without imposing additional deductible or 
coinsurance costs. The bill would apply to 
health benefit plans issued or renewed on or 
after Jan. 1, 2016, should it become law. 

Two other bills passed both chambers this 
week. The first, House Bill 152, commonly 
called the “telecommunications bill,” would 
deregulate current telephone requirements to 
provide more funding for Internet and mobile 
phone expansion throughout the state. The 
second, House Bill 168, was passed by the 
Senate and, if signed into law, would affirm 
that the state’s three-tier system of regulating 
alcoholic beverage producers, distributors 
and retailers also applies to beer. 

Next week, both the Senate and House 
chambers will convene Monday, Mar. 9 - 
Wednesday, Mar. 11. There will be several 
committee meetings held over those three 
days as we prepare our final bills and hearings 
before the Governor’s veto session begins. 
The weather will not affect our planned sine 
die date of Tuesday, Mar. 24.

Social Security Matters

QUESTION: My wife and 
I are getting to the point where 
we want to look into filing for 
Social Security. We have a lot of 
questions about how and when 
we should file. We are hearing 
so many different things about 
what to do and what not to do 
and we are just getting really 
confused. I decided to buy a 
book on the subject, but there 
are so many to choose from 
and I don’t want to waste my 
money. Do you have any sug¬ 
gestions for us to help us just 
get started? 

ANSWER: You are definite¬ 
ly not alone; many people feel 
this way. The number one thing 
I recommend is what you are 
already doing - educate your¬ 
self and make a decision based 
on what is right for you. It may 
be a daunting task, but it will 
definitely be worth it in the long 
run. 

With that being said, there 
are two things in particularly 
you should get from the Social 
Security website. First, you 
should get your Social Security 
Statement. If you don’t already 
have this, you can view it online 
by creating a mySocialSecurity 
account at www.ssa.gov. Your 
mySocialSecurity account will 
allow you to do multiple things, 
but for now, use it to review 
your Social Security Statement. 
Your wife should also create 
one for herself. Even though 
you two are married, you can¬ 
not view each other’s records. 
The Social Security Statement 
will show you estimated ben¬ 
efit amounts at ages 62, 66 (full 
retirement age), and 70. It will 
also tell you other estimated 


benefit amounts, such as dis¬ 
ability benefit, surviving spouse 
benefit, and maximum fam¬ 
ily benefit. The statement also 
shows all of your lifetime earn¬ 
ings that were used to calculate 
your benefit. 

The second thing you should 
get from the Social Security 
website is a publication called 
“Retirement Benefits”. Al¬ 
though it is not a comprehen¬ 
sive explanation of filing strate¬ 
gies and rules, it is intended to 
get you started and explain the 
basics, such as eligibility, fam¬ 
ily members’ benefits, working 
while getting Social Security, 
Medicare, how to apply, and 
other basic information you 
need to know. You can access 
the most recent issue of this 
publication on the Internet at 
http ://www. socialsecurity. gov/ 
pubs/EN-05- 10035.pdf. 

Once you have gone through 
these two documents, you may 
end up with more questions 
than answers - but there is 
nothing wrong with that. This 
will at least provide you with 
some basics to steer you in the 
right direction. Write down 
your questions as you think of 
them, and do not hesitate to get 
the answers before making your 
decision. 

QUESTION: I filed for my 
Social Security retirement ben¬ 
efits at the age of 62, which gave 
me reduced benefits. So I decid¬ 
ed I would be better off working 
until my full retirement age and 
realized it was a mistake to file. 
Do I have the option to cancel 
my application? 

ANSWER: Yes you do. As 
long as you filed within the 


past year, you can file the form 
“SSA-521”, which is a “with¬ 
drawal of application”. The 
good news is that if you choose 
this option, you will not be re¬ 
quired to pay interest or penal¬ 
ties, and you can refile for your 
Social Security benefits at a 
later time as if you had never 
filed before. The bad news is 
that you will have to repay any 
benefits you received thus far. 
After you file the SSA-521, 
the Social Security office will 
send you a letter indicating how 
much you owe based any pay¬ 
ments you have received so far. 
For income tax purposes, make 
sure you keep records of both 
benefit payments Social Secu¬ 
rity made to you and payments 
you paid back. If you are on 
Medicare and are having your 
Medicare premium deducted 
from your Social Security pay¬ 
ments, make sure you contact 
your Medicare agent and let 
them know you are withdraw¬ 
ing your Social Security appli¬ 
cation. That way your coverage 
will continue and Medicare will 
bill you for your premiums.

As the closing date 
(March 31) of Parkway 
Regional Hospital moves 
closer dislocated employees 
are learning what options 
are available to them. The

Study shows Kentucky 
voters value local banks 


LOUISVILLE, March 2, 2015 
-Voter / Consumer Research 
recently conducted a statewide 
survey of registered voters, 
asking various questions to 
capture their opinions on 
state government officials, 
the economy, and financial 
institutions. Over 600 

Kentucky voters were polled 
with demographics including 
age, gender, party affiliation, 
political ideology (Moderate/ 
Conservative/ Liberal), region 
and income level. 

One question that stood out 
from the survey was the impact 
that local banks have on the 
quality of life in the community 
in which they reside. A 
tremendous majority, 85%, of 
those surveyed agree that banks 
play an integral role in their 
community. When asked who 
they would trust more between 
a state or elected government 
employee, a local attorney, or 
their local bank representative, 
46% said they would trust their 
local banker over the others. 
29% responded they would 
trust a local attorney and 11% 
said they would trust a state 
or elected government official. 
Although national media 
coverage tends to obscure 
the reputation of bankers, 
specifically coverage following 
the 2008 recession, this survey 
substantiates the trusted role 
of the community banker in 
Kentucky. 

Top concerns for participants 
included the economy (51%), 
healthcare (37%), education 
(35%), state taxes and spending 
(22%), illegal drugs (17%), 
and the environment (10%). 
National polling shows 
increased optimism about the 
economy, but in Kentucky only 
26% believe the economy is 
better than one year ago. 

Most voters did not know 
enough about state regulation 
of banking to answer questions 
about the topic, however, 
participants distinctly agreed 
that federal banking regulations 
have made doing business 
more difficult for smaller banks 
without heading off a financial 
crisis caused by Wall Street 
institutions. 

Overwhelmingly, respondents 
preferred to do business with 
a locally owned bank (70%) 
as compared to other types of 
financial institutions. The local 
bank preference establishes the 
importance of community banks
